P. report, filed with 
South Trimble, clerk of the house of 
representatives, showed the republican 
committee ended the year with a 
deficit of $195,100,

yet approved, nor radio bills of $3,308 
for talks by President Hoover and 
Secretary Stimson and paid for by 
Stimson. 

Only recently it became known that 
a group of President Hoover's friends 
had met here to seek ways and means 
of paying off the party deficit, but 
no definite plans have been announced.

March 
which will catch the better-known professionals en route from 
Florida. 

Floyd Alford, in preparing his program, is also adding 
a southern amateur for women in addition to the south- 
ern open, the first annual open having been a success 
last summer. The Cherry Tree tournament for men, an 
annual event, will be held in February and the annual 
August invitation will follow. 

The open, of course, will provide the most interest. Let- 
ters are out and replies have been had from a sufficient number 
of professionals to move the open from the tentative stage into 
the assured class. 

Golf in Georgia enjoyed one of its, best tournament. 
years in 1932 and the good year 1933, barely out of its 
figurative swaddling clothes, with which cartoonists al- 
ee adorn the little brat, seems to be starting off in 

igh. 

The best of the southern amateurs, men and women, and 
the best of the professionals in an open tournament, makes the 
golf schedule for the year most attractive. Reports of the ex- 
cellent condition of the greens at the various clubs in Atlanta 
have brought out the golfers a month earlier than usual. 

Albany had hoped that Bobby Jones would be avail- 
able for an exhibition at the open tournament but Bobby 
departs the latter part of this month for California and 
another series of those most excelletn golf pictures, the 
first of which captivated the nation. 

At any rate the caddies need not fear unemployment this 
season. It looks like a boom year for them. 


GOLF MOVES FORWARD. 

It is significant, if there be any among you who wonder 
what our national game has come to be, that golf continues to 
move forward. 

The touring professionals, it is true, ran into lean 
funds at the various tournaments. So much so, indeed, 
that a threatened revolt appeared on the horizon in 
which some of the tourists wanted another organization 
to make for better golf galleries. 

It is quite probable that the day of the golf exhibition, such 
as the touring professionals put on, is out of favor for a while. 
There used to be swarms of golf addicts willing to go galloping 
or gallumphing about the course in the wake of the exhibition. 
But those fellows are now galloping around with a job they don’t 
want to leave. 

This department of golf saw the only falling off in 
interest. The remainder of the game, which is the 
game, of course, saw no falling off at all and a great 
many gains were reported. 

Tournament golf saw large entries, often record-breaking 
lists, and golf professionals were busy. The golf professional 


who stays with his shop and the teaching of the game, as does 


Atlanta’s splendid body of professionals, is really the back- 
bone of the game. And this explains why Atlanta nas kept pace. 
Baseball has lost following, caste and class. College 
football stood up well. But not as well as golf. Golf 
continues to be the national game, the game which most 
baseball players play before going to the park for their 
little job in the afternoon. 

In tact, baseball plavers are the greatest boosters of the 
game. I can still hear the old-timers grumbling at Babe Ruth 
and Judge Kennesaw M. Landis because they spend their win- 
ter seasons and spring training seasons talking about golf in- 
stead of baseball. 


ALBANY’S FIELD TRIALS. 

Albany sportsmen are planning for the greatest field trial in 
Georgia when they put on the southern amateur trials there on 
February 20 and 21. : 

The trial last season, run on the magnificent planta- 
tion of Judge R. W. Bingham, publisher of the Louisville 
Courier Journal, saw more birds worked than in any 
other trial in the history of the south. 

The dogs worked more than 60 bevies in one day and the 
gallery rode up enough to bring the total to at least 75 bevies. 
It was an unprecedented number of birds and came in one of thé 
worst hunting years. Judge Bingham’s plantation has done a 
wonderful work in destroying snakes, opossums and other ene- 
mies of the birds. Clearings and maintenance of proper cover 
for the birds and complete protection from hunters has made the 

lantation a real haven for them and the results, while surpris- 
ing, are but natural. Judge Bingham has merely shown what 
can be done by intelligent supervision. 

Albany is a splendid city for sports. The Radium 
Springs program will mean much to the southern golf 
world and the second annual field trials will establish 
the city as the field trial city of this section. Entries 
from several southern states have already been received. __. 
It is probable that the fine old Georgia state trials will be 

abandoned this season until the field trial grounds at Waynes- 
boro are in better condition. Fire swept them last year. This 
means the Albany trials wil be the only ones offered in Geor- 
gia and a magnificent entry list and gallery are expected.

‘Purchase of Ruth Was Wisest Move Club 
Made; He Saved Yankees. | 


By Jimmy Jones. 

DOVER HALL, Ga., Jan. 6.—George Herman Ruth, commonly called 
‘The Babe,” is the greatest baseball player the game has ever known, ac- 
| cording to the belief of the man who bought him for the New York Yan- 
| kees—Colonel Tillingast L’Hommedieu Huston. 
| The colonel, who with Colonel Jake Ruppert, took over the Yankees 

back when the latter were about as popular with the public as the 
| Crackers are now, was sitting out on the veranda at Dover Hall today, 
| talking over old times. He told what a struggle it was from the begin- 
| ning, and how he and Colonel Ruppert, a successfufl young brewer of 
| the day, bought the old ‘“‘Highlanders.”’ 

| ‘Their first manager was “Wild 

| Bill” Donovan. And they sank a cool 
$500,000 in the ball club before it 
made a dime profit at the turnstiles. 
Then they got Ruth and Miller Hug- 
gins. 

“We were about ready to give it up,. 
Jake and J, when the idea of buying 
Babe Ruth from Boston came along, 
it took a lot of what you call the 
old moxie to lay down the price that 
Harry Frazee. of the Boston Red Sox. 
wanted for the Babe; well, we paid 
$100.000 for Ruth and that was the 
smartest move we ever made. 

LOSING MONEY. 

“Before Ruth started going south 
with us, we averaged losing around 
$30,000 on our exhibition games every 
spring: our policy was to get home 
from Florda as svon as possible and 
we usually played three towns on the 
way up—Jacksonville, Atlanta, Rich- 
mond and then home. 

“Well, can you believe it, when 
Babe Ruth got a name as a home 
run hitter, we began making money 
on our exhibition games; instead of 
dropping $30,000 on them every 
spring, we actually paid all expenses 
‘and then had_ several thousand in 
‘cash left over. In exactly three sea- 
‘sons, Ruth earned for the Yankees | 
‘every cent they paid for him and he’s | 
‘still making money for the club.” 
| (Celonel Huston. the man who had 
courage enough to buy Babe Ruth, 
then Herb Pennock, from the Boston 
Red Sox, must feel proud of it today. 
He sold out his interest in the Yanks 
in 1924 and only last year Pennock 
and Ruth led the Yankees to a pen- 
nant and to four straight over the 
‘Cubs in the World Series.

Parents, do you know that the chil- 
dren in your home are absorbing the 
atmosphere of your home just as a 
sponge thrown in a tub absorbs the 


water in that tub? A teacher who has 
taught for more than 20 years in one 
school has this interesting and illumi- 
nating comment to make on this point. 
She says that the children born dur- 
ing the war years were apparently 
paralyzed emotionally and at the end 
of the year in which she first taught 
the children born during this period 
she was fretted and worried over her 
inability to elicit from those children 
any show of affection. At the close 
of ‘school she discussed her disa 

pointment with other teachers, imal 
ing that she was afraid she had lost 
her cunning in the class room. To 
her surprise her friends and conferees 
acknowledged that they had. evperi- 
enced the same frustrations and to- 
gether they arrived at the conclusion 
that the poll that hung over these 
homes due to the daily horrors of the 
war, the determined effort at. self- 
control made by the mothers and 
grown people surrounding these chil- 
dren had induced this unemotional, 
unresponsive attitude of the pupils 
that had come under their observation. 
But she testifies in a few years the 
children became normal again and 
the old affectionate relation between 
herself and her pupils was restored. 


More pathetic, though not more 
enlightening, is the comment of this 
same teacher today about the second 
grade pupils of 1932. It so happens 


that she teaches in a school that is 
patronized largely by children of 
the working classes, mechanics, car- 
penters, small tradesmen, the classes 
in which unemployment is most 
prevalent, made up of people whose 
margins of savings have used 
up, people who know actual pov- 
erty and want, or at least know the 
fear that poverty and want are near 
at hand. | 


Into these homes this teacher goes 
and she is familiar with the environ- 
ment out of which these children come, 
familiar with relationship that exists 
hetween the parents and the children. 


She says whe is confident that in a 
majority of these families financial 
stringencies are not discussed before 
the children, that the parents are do- 
ing their utmost to shield the little 
ones from their agonizing fears of the 
future and their desperate doubts as to 
where the next meal is coming from. 
Yet despite this care on the part of 
the parents these children have ab- 
sorbed- from the atmosphere of 
these homes an ominous dread of what 
is around the corner. And this same 
teacher testifies that a tension exists 
in her schoolroom today that is terri- 
fying. Says she: “The children jump 
at any noise, have a tendency to be- 
come hysterical over matters that for- 
merly escaped their attention. They 
are high-strung and nervous, quivering 
with excitement of an _ unpleasant 
sort.” 


Unspeakably tragic it is and enor- 
mously enlightening! These chil- 
dren not only absorb the atmosphere 
of the times in which they live. A 
little girl of five, not old enough to 
read the papers, not mature enough 
to understand much of the intrica- 
cies of human relationships, remark- 
ed the other day to an _ older 
friend that her mother and father 
might get a divorce. She had 
heard her mother quarreling with 
her father and she sounded so 
mad that she thought she was going 
“to grab up her favorite child and 
walk out of the door, leaving her 
father to wash his face the best 
way he could.” Now it so hap- 
pens that this little one is a mem- 
ber of a family in which there 
has never been a divorce, nor have 
there been any divorces among the 


' parents of her playmates—yet she 


has grasped the idea that when 
husbands and wives quarrel the next 
step is logically enough that the ag- 
gressor “grabs up the _ favorite 
child” and makes a hasty exit from 
the house.

Sauces Are Perky and Saucy on Desserts 


BY FLORENCE La GANKE. 


A simple dish is made much more 
important by. the addition of a sauce 
or relish. That was Nancy's theory 
which was holding up well all through 
the winter days when food budgets 


were small. 

Instead of saying, “Oh dear, I wish 
we had more money and could serve 
real food,” Nancy said: “Here is a 
chance to camouflage that plain meal 
and make the family think they are 
living on the fat of the land.” Nancy 
was famous for her pudding sauces. 

First there was custard sauce, 
made of milk, sugar, cornstarch and 
an egg yolk. When times had been 
better Nancy had scorned the corn- 
starch and used only egg yolks for 
thickening, but times had changed. 
Now the cornstarch or flour did the 
thickening, and the egg yolk added 
color. Then there was her lemon 
sauce which called for the grated rind 
and juice of a lemon, one-third cup 
of sugar, three quarters of a = of 
water and a teaspoon of cornstarch. A 
few grains of salt went in as a mat- 


ter of course. Occasionally she added 
a little butter. 

Fruit juices when thickened and 
enriched with a few grains of salt 


and a little butter were delicious. 
Left over jellies and spoons full of 
jam were diluted with water and 
thickened and served hot as a sauce. 
Top milk, sweetened and seasoned 
highly with grated nutmeg was served 
with apple dumplings, pan dowdy or 
apple slump. 
rown sugar, dissolved in water to 

which a little vinegar and salt was 
added made a fine sauce for ginger- 
bread. 

Sugar which had been caramelized 
and then dissolved in boiling water 
and cooked down until rich and thick 
was good on custard. And molasses 
to which lemon juice, a little butter 
and nutmeg were added tasted like bet- 
ter days on pancakes.

‘REPEAL RESOLUTION 


FACES STIFF FIGHT 


Democrats Are Dissatisfied 
With Measure Drawn in 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(#)—The 
possibility of democratic opposition 
to the senate repeal resolution, in the 
form in which it now is framed, to- 
night clouded the hopes of its spon- 
sors for early approval. 

There were strong indications that 
wet and dry ranks both would be split 
by the phraseology of the measure, 
but plans for its speedy consideration 
were under way. 

A senate judiciary subcommittee 
prepared to listen tomorrow to six 
hours of arguments over the consti- 
tutionality of the 3.2 per cent beer 
bill passed by the house hefore Christ- 
mas. 

Three hours of the hearing have 
been alloted to each side, and the 
friends of prohibition were mustering 
their strongest legal evidence to prove 
that beer of that alcoholic content 
oak be a violation of the eighteenth 
amendment, 

Whether the democrats would make 
a party issue of the repeal resolution 
had not been determined today. It 


was discussed last night at the con- 
ference between President-elect Roose- 
velt and congressional leaders, but no 
| final agreement was reached, 

One prominent democratic opponent 
of prohibition said definitely that he 
would yote against the repeal resolu- 
tion in its present form. Other critics 

of the dry laws, however, including 
Senators Blaine, republican, Wiscon- 
sin, and Bingham, republican, Con- 
necticut, have said they will vote for 
the measure rather than kill repeal, 

A similar difference of opinion was 
evident among the friends of prohibi- 
tion, Senator Fess, Ohio republican, 
indicated that he would vote for. the 
resolution, saying it “does not differ 
in the main from the republican posi- 
tion which I will support.” 

Senator Robinson, republican, In- 
diana, ha’s announced he will oppose 
the repeal proposal in any form, while 
Senators Sheppard, democrat, Texas, 
and Borah, republican, Idaho, have 
withheld final judgment.
